I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  the  information  of  Government  the 
statistical  returns  for  1921  of  the  Mental  Hospitals,  previously  called  lunatic 
asylums,  in  Bihar  and  Orissa  together  with  the  fol  lowing  comments  on  the 
working  of  these  hospitals :  — 

THE  EUROPEAN  HOSPITAL  FOR  MENTAL  DISEASES 

AT  RANCHI. 

The  Ranchi  European  Mental  Hospital  as  before  continues  to  receive 
.patients  from  the  Provinces  of  Bengal,  the  United  Provinces,  the  Punjab,  Cen¬ 
tral  Provinces,  Berar,  Assam,  North-West  Frontier  Province  and  British 
Baluchistan  in  addition  to  those  from  Bihar  and  Orissa  and  provides  accommo¬ 
dation  for  92  male  and  8S  female  patients. 

Population. 

The  number  of  patients  remaining  from  the  previous  year  was  91  males 
mud  71  females.  29  males  and  13  females,  including  5  voluntary  Boarders  and 
2  cases  transferred  from  the  Yeravda  Asylum,  were  admitted  and  6  (4  males  and 
2  females)  were  readmitted  during  the  year  under  report.  The  total  population 
was  12?  males  and  86  females  and  the  daily  average  strength  was  84*94  males 
and  67'58  females.  The  maximum  number  confined  on  any  one  night  was  91 
males  and  73  females.  There  was  according  to  the  Superintendent  no  over¬ 
crowding  throughout  the  year. 

The  number  of  observation  eases  admitted  during  the  year  was  7.  Of 
these  3  were  certified  and  admitted  into  the  Mental  Hospital  as  patients,  2 
were  released  and  2  remained  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Sickness  and  .Mortality. 

The  total  number  of  patients  treated  for  diseases  other  than  mental  during 
the  year  under  report  was  139  against  121  in  the  previous  year.  The  increase 
was  due  to  readmissions  in  several  cases.  The  proportion  per  cent,  of  sick  persons 
to _  daily  average  strength  was  4’38  as  compared  with  7*84  in  1920  and  the 
health  of  the  patients  was  on  the  whole  good  throughout  the  year.  Except 
assaults  on  two  patients  by  certain  members  of  the  inferior  staff  none  received 
injuries  worthy  of  notice.  There  was  no  case  of  epidemic  disease  during 
the  year  under  review. 

There  were  13  deaths  during  the  year  as  compared  with  I  2  in  the  previous 
year.  The  principal  cause  of  death  was  pneumonia  which  accounts  for  five 
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deaths  and  the. remainder  were  due  to  Apoplexy,  Debility  and  Anosmia,  Syncope, 
Abscess  of  Drain,  Influenza,  Malaria  (cerebral),  Tuberculosis  (intestinal), 
Oesophageal  abssess  and  Septicaemia.  The  percentage  of  deaths  to  the  average 
strength  was  S-52  as  against  7'33  in  the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  recoveries  during  the  year  under  report  was  39  as 
compared  with  32  in  the  previous  year.  The  percentage  of  cures  to  daily 
average  strength  in  this  year  was  25’o7  as  compared  with  19  54  in  the  preced¬ 
ing  year.  The  ratio  per  cent,  of  cases  improved  to  daily  average  strength  was 
3'93  against  2'44  in  1920. 

Criminal  Lunatics. 

One  criminal  lunatic  was  admitted  during  the  year  under  report  and  the 
daily  average  strength  of  criminal  insanes  was  7'43  as  compared  with  11  L0  in 
19j:Q.  Only  one  criminal  lunatic  was  discharged  and  one  died  during  the  year 
under  review. 

Types  of  Insanity.’ 

The  principal  forms  of  insanity  among  the  patients  admitted  during  the  year 
were,  Alcoholic  Insanity,  Dementia  Proecox,  Confusional  Insanity,  Melancholia 
.(agitated),  Imbecility  and  Paranoia. 

Causes  of  Insanity. 

The  most  prolific  setiological  factors  and  associated  conditions  of  insanity 
among  the  patients  admitted  during  the  year  under  review  were  toxins  of 
syphilis  and  alcohol  which  accounted  for  six  cases.  Other  causes  ascertainable 
were  Heredity  1,  Mental  stress  2,  Epilepsy  2,  other  defined  Neurosis  1.  The 
.causes  could  not  be  ascertained  in  37  cases. 

Finance. 

The  total  receipt  under  all  heads  amounted  to  Rs.  3,83,721  as  compared 
with  Rs.  2,90,644  in  1920.  The  amount  realized  from  patients  was 
Its.  17,920-0-0.  Deducting  the  receipts  from  paying  patients,  the  miscella¬ 
neous  receipts  and  the  Public  Works  Department  charges,  the  net  expendi¬ 
ture  for  the  up-keep  of  the  Hospital  was  Pts.  2,77,252.  The  total  average  annual 
cost  per  patient  excluding  Public  Works  Department  charges  was  Rs.  1,817-13-0 
against  Rs.  1,471-1  TO  in  the  previous  year.  The  causes  for  the  increase  in  the 
expenditure  are,  increase  in  the  pay  of  staff,  abnormal  rise  in  the  prices  of 
foodstuffs  of  all  descriptions,  purchase  of  medicines  and  medical  appliances 
which  could  not  be  obtained  from  Medical  Store  Depot,  Calcutta,  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  and  of  other  articles  of  equipment  for  the  Hospital  and  the  up¬ 
keep  of  a  Pord  Char-a-banc  and  a  Ford  Ambulance. 

Establishment 

Ma  jor  O.  A.  R.  Berkeley  Hill  held  charge  of  the  Mental  Hospital  through 
out  the  year.  I  would  again  place  on  record  the  excellent  and  self-sacrificing 
wmrk  of  Maior  O.  A.  R.  Berkeley  Hill  among  the  patient?.  His  know¬ 
ledge  and  care  have  been  for  the  good  of  the  patients  and  he  is  deservedly 
popular  among  them.  He  deserves  every  credit  for  the  fine  work  he  does 
among  his  patients  and  for  his  desire  to  push  forward  everything  in  connection 
with  the  Mental  Hospital.  Ho  has  nothing  hut  praise  for  his  loyal  staff  and 
I  would  call  special  attention  to  the  good  work  of  Mr.  J.  H.  C.  Peters,  the 
Deputy  Superintendent,  and  Doctor  Jyotirmay  Bay.  There  have  been  frequent 
changes  during  the  year  in  the  personnel  of  the  European  attendants  and  nurses 
but  it  is  hoped  that  the  recent  increase  of  pay  and  the  sanction  of  a  mess 
allowance  of  Rs.  30  per  mensem  will  attract  a  more  intelligent  staff  and  induce 
them  to  remain  in  their  posts  and  so  gradually  gain  experience.  The  Indian 
staff  on  the  whole  worked  satisfactorily.  Two  patients  were  assaulted  by 
inferior  servants  and  these  were  suitably  punished  after  an  inquiry  was  held 
and  the  circumstances  thoroughly  investigated. 
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Employment  and  amfsement  of  patients. 

There  Is'  no  manufacturing  department  in  this  Mental  Hospital  but 
several  Psychotherapeutic  measures  such  as,  Occupational  Therapy,  Psycho¬ 
therapy  by  Psycho-analysis,  Hydrotherapy,  Paroles,  Amusements  and  Rewards 
were  adopted  during  the  year  under  review  for  the  treatment  of  patients  and 
some  of  them  hold  out  much  hope  of  success.  Games,  concerts  and  picnics 
were  held  for  the  amusement  of  patients  and  a  sum  of  Rs.  1,2  HM.2-6  was 
spent  under  this  head. 

A  Library  in  the  Male  Section  and  another  in  the  Female  Section  of  the 
Mental  Hospital  have  been  properly  organized.  The  former  lias  600  books 
and  the  latter  613  books.  The  Library  in  the  Male  Section  is  kept  open 
twice  daily  from  10  a.m.  to  12  noon,  and  from  5  p.m.  to  9-30  p.m,  while  that 
in  the  Female  Section  remains  open  from  2  p.m.  to  7  p.m.  During  this  time 
books  are  issued  to  patients  and  entered  in  the  Issue  Registers  provided  for 
the  purpose.  The  issue  of  books  in  each  library  is  entrusted  to  a  patient  who 
is  considered  to  be  able  to  carry  on  this  work. 

The  patients  have  been  classified  into  three  groups,  viz.  (a)  constant  readers, 
(b)  sporadic  readers  and  (c)  non-readers.  The  present  number  of  patients  in

The  patients  in  the  last  two  groups  are  brought  to  the  libraries  by  an  atten¬ 
dant  and  a  nurse  on  duty,  and  induced  to  read  books,  newspapers  and  illus¬ 
trated  papers,  the  selection  being  made  by  the  latter. 

The  existence  of  the  “  Shop”  to  enable  patients  who  have  earned  by  their 
industry  or  good  behaviour  the  right  to  make  purchases,  was  found  to  be  com¬ 
pletely  justified  during  the  past  year  as  it  had  been  during  the  previous  year. 
One  patient  broke  parole  and  escaped  but  was  soon  recaptured. 

Diet  and  Clothing. 

The  diet  given  to  the  patients  during  the  year  was  varied  and  adequate 
and  they  were  suitably  clothed. 

Building  and  other  improvements. 

Various  important  improvements  to  the  existing  building  were  carried 
out  during  the  year  under  review  at  a  cost  of  Rs.  51,850,  and  some  minor 
projects  which  have  been  sanctioned  by  Government  are  awaiting  allotment 
of  funds.  Some  new  buildings  were  also  constructed  at  a  cost  of  Rs.  20,132. 
The  project  for  electric  installation  is  in  progress,  and  several  other  major 
projects,  e.  g.,  paying  patients’  wards,  segregation  block,  quarters  for  Border¬ 
line  cases  Pathological  Laboratory,  and  additional  quarters  for  staff  have 
been  kept  in  abeyance  pending  the  formation  of  the  proposed  Board  of 
Trustees  for  the  management  of  the  Mental  Hospital.  Some  improvements 
are  necessary  to  the  existing  water-supply  and  to  the  Chapels. 

Sanitation  and  Conservancy. 

The  acquisition  of  a  trenching-ground  has  done  a  good  deal  to  improve’ 
the  sanitation.  Washhand-basins  and  towels  have  been  provided  throughout 
I  he  hospital  to  promote  personal  <  Lanliness  on  the  part  of  patients,  and 
Thresh  Disinfectors  are  being  erected  for  disinfecting  clothes. 

Inspection* 

During  the  year  under,  review  the  Mental  Hospital  was  visited  hv  His 
Excedency  the  Governor  of  Bihar  and  Orissa,  the  Minister  in  charge  of  the 
Local  Self-Government,  the  Inspector-General  of  Civil  Hospitals,  the 
Inspector-General  of  Prisons,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Chofa  Nagpur  Divi- 
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sion,  the  Deputy  Commissioner..  the  Civil  Surgeon  and  the  Superintendent 
of  Police,  llancbi.  It  was  also  visited  by  numerous  sympathisers,  European 
and  Indian,  of  both  sexes.

The  Patna  Mental  Hospital  is  the  only  Institution  for  Indians  in  this  Pro¬ 
vince  and  it  provides  accommodation  for  330  male  and  GG  female  patients.  The 
proposed  central  asylum  for  Indians  at  Ilanclii  is  still  under  construction. 

Population. 

The  number  of  patients  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  was  251. 
Eorty-nine  males  and  G  females  were  admitted  and  7  males  including  3  cases 
of  re-capture  were  re-admitted.  The  daily  average  strength  during  the  year 
under  report  was  220-3S  males  and  48*10  females  or  total  2GS-48.  '  The  maxi¬ 
mum  number  confined  in  one  night  was  225  males  and  50  females.  There 
was  no  over-crowding  during  the  year  under  review. 

The  total  number  of  recoveries  was  9  and  the  percentage  of  cure  to  daily 
average  strength  was  3*35  as  compared  with  6*79  in  the  previous  year.  The 
decrease  is  due  to  a  small  number  of  recoveries  among  the  criminal  lunatics, 
and  to  fewer  admissions  of  military  patients  who  were  cured  shortly  after 
admission  in  the  previous  year. 

Sickness  and  mortality. 

416  patients  consisting  of  339  males  and  77  females  were  treated  during 
the  year  for  diseases  other  than  mental.  The  daily  average  sick  including 
epileptic  cases  was  57*60  as  compared  with  41*42  in  the  previous  year.  The 
increase  is  due  to  the  inclusion  of  epileptic  cases  among  hospital  patients 
and  the  outbreak  of  Cholera  in  epidemic  form.  The  number  of  patients 
admitted  in  bad  or  indifferent  health  was  very  high. 

There  were  28  deaths  among  the  patients  during  the  year  under  review 
against  22  in  the  previous  year.  The  percentage  of  deaths  to  daily  average 
strength  was  10*42  as  compared  with  8-79  in  1920.  The  increase  is  due  to  6 
deaths  from  Cholera.  The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Cholera,  Tuberculosis, 
Ankvlostomiasis,  exhaustion  from  acute  Mania  and  Anaemia.  Two  of  the 
patients  committed  suicide  by  hanging. 

This  lowered  mortality  is  due  to  the  systematic  treatment  of  AnkjTostoma 
infection  with  Chenopodium  Oil  or  Thymol,  given  for  9  consecutive  weeks, 
after  the  last  detection  of  Ova. 

A  perusal  of  the  following  facts  regarding  the  rate  of  Ankvlostoma  infec¬ 
tion  of  the  population  and  death-rate  is  of  interest  : —

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Tubercular  patients  were,  whenever  possible,  kept  in  an  open  ward. 
Dysentry  cases  unless  violent  were  segregated  in  a  special  ward,  with  the  result 
that  the  disease  was  practically  confined  to  the  9  old  patients  of  last  year. 
There  were  only  2  fresh  cases  this  year.  All  patients  were  vaccinated  or  re¬ 
vaccinated  against  small-pox  immediately  after  admission.  Prophylactic  use 
of  quinine  was  successfully  employed  against  Malaria.  The  wards  were  washed 
with  a  weak  solution  of  lime  water  twice  a  week  .and  with  Phenyle  on  other 
days.  This  was  found  very  useful  in  keeping  off  the  flies  and  making  the 
wards  sweet.  - 

A  criminal  lunatic  killed  a  keeper  with  a  heavy  padlock  under  the  insane 
delusion  that  the  inferior  staff  were  conspiring  to  murder  him.  A  pension 
of  Rs.  8  per  month  for  12  years  was  awarded  to  the  son  of  the  murdered 
keeper. 

Observation  Cases. 

The  number  of  observation  cases  was  13.  Of  these  7  were  certified  insane 
and  were  admitted,  1  was  certified  but  was  released  under  section  11  of  the 
Lunacy  Act,  and  3  were  discharged  uncertifiable.  2  remained  till  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Criminal  Lunatics. 

The  year  opened  with  102  male  and  15  female  criminal  lunatics  and  17 
male  and  1  female  criminal  lunatics  were  admitted  during  the  year.  Three 
criminal  males  including  1  case  of  recapture  of  an  escaped  lunatic  were  re¬ 
admitted.  The  daily  average  strength  of  such  lunatics  was  101-96  males  and 
14*36  females  against  105  males  and  1396  females  in  previous  year. 

Religion,  Sex,  and  Residence,  etc. 

45  Hindu,  9  Muhammadan  and  2  Indian  Christian  males  and  2 
each  of  Hindu,  Muhammadan  and  Indian  Christian  females  were  admitted. 

*28  males  and  3  females  belonged  to  Bihar  proper,  9  males  and  2 
females  to  Chota  Nagpur,.  3  males  only  to  Orissa,  1  male  only  to  Bergal, 
1  female  only  to  the  United  Provinces  and  1  male  only  to  Madras.  The  residence 
of  14  males  could  not  be  ascertained. 

Previous  occupation.

Of  those  admitted  15  were  cultivators,  9  were  labourers,  4  beggars  and  3- 
constables.  In  13  cases  the  previous  occupation  was  not  known. 

Age. 

Of  the  62  admissions  in  the  year  3  were  aged  less  than  29,  39  between  20 
to  40,  18  between  40  to  60,  and  2  more  than  60. 

Types,  of  insanity. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  under  the  four  main  types  were  errors  of 
development  2r  disorders  of  functions  85,  result  of  infective  toxoBmia  and 
other  general  conditions  5,  and  degenerations  49.  Changes  in  type  of  insanity 
of  the  patients  admitted  were  shown  during  the  year  under  report  by  discharg¬ 
ing  them  from  the  head  under  which  they  were  admitted  previously  and  admit-' 
ting  them  under  the  new  type  which  they  exhibited. 

^Etiological  factors* 

The  history  of  patients  particularly  about  getiological  factors  and  associat¬ 
ed  conditions  leading  to  insanity  continues  to  be  defective.  In  29  cut  of  56 
males  and  4  out  of  6  females  admitted  nothing  could  be  ascertained.  In  the 
remaining  29  cases  it  was  found  that  toxic  causes  were  the  chief  aetiological 
factors  and  associated  conditions  in  producing  insanity.  Mental  stress,  sudden 
or  prolonged,  came  next.

Finance. 

The  total  expenditure  exclusive  of  the  amount  received  from  paying 
patients,  was  Bs.  57,117-8-0  against  Us.  53,860-12-11  in  1920.  There  was 
increased  expenditure  under  the  head  establishment  owing  to  the  revision  of 
pay  of  the  staff  and  of  the  employment  of  six  temporary  Keepers.  The 
average  cost  per  head  exclusive  of  all  Public  Works  Department  charges  was 
Bs.  202-9-9,  as  compared  with  Bs.  207-7-9  in  the  previous  year. 

The  total  value  of  articles  received  from  the  manufacturing  department 
exclusive  of  the  cost  of  raw  material  was  Bs.  3,096-9-5  against  Rs.  1,664-5-2 
in  1920.  The  increase  is  due  to  better  supervision  and  to  the  fact  that  raw 
materials  were  purchased  at  a  cheaper  rate  and  so  the  profit  was  greater.  « 

Establishment. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  C.  E.  Sunder,  i.m.s.,  was  Superintendent  of  the 
Patna  Mental  Hospital  from  the  1st  January  to  the  31st  March  1921.  He 
was  succeeded  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  B.  R.  Chatterton  who  remained  in 
charge  till  the  end  of  the  year. 

I  should  like  to  place  on  record  the  excellent  work  of  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  C.  E.  Sunder.  He  has  always  taken  a  great  interest  in  the 
comfort  of  his  patients  and  has  done  all  he  could  for  their  welfare  and 
benefit.  The  work  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  B.  B.  Chatterton  too  has  been  of  the 
highest  order.  He  has  done  all  he  could  for  the  benefit  of  his  patients  and  he 
is  deserving  of  the  greatest  credit. 

I  am  glad  to  state  that  the  pay  of  the  deserving  staff  has  been  revised 
during  the  year.  The  conduct  of  the  staff  has  been  excellent  throughout  the 
year. 

General. 

The  patients  were  well  looked  after  and  well  fed.  They  were  provided 
with  extra  clothing  and  diet  when  necessary.  A  sum  of  Bs.  95  was 
spent  in  providing  for  the  amusement  of  the  patients  and  books,  newspaper  s 
and  musical  instruments  were  supplied  for  the  patients  in  order  to  pass 
the  time  more  pleasantly.  The  average  number  of  patients  employed  in  the 
manufacturing  department  was  129*69  and  about  60  were  employed  in  the 
general  work  of  the  Mental  Hospital.  Well-behaved  and  hard-working 
patients  were  rewarded  with  monthly  stipends.
